Three finalists have been 
announced for each award.

Committee work allows for building comparision 


Reeve hopes 
decision will he 
made shortly

The Mountain View County 
Building Review Committee has 
presented their recommenda¬ 
tion for a new building and its 
location if Council decides to 
build new. 

A special Council meeting 
was held in County Chambers 
on Thursday last week to hear 
the recommendation from the 
committee about the proposal. 
The recommendation follows a 
previous recommendation 
about what option would be 
used if County Council decides 
to renovate the old building. 

The new building would cost 
$5,126,000 with site develop¬ 
ment compared to a 
rennovation that is pegged at 
$3.5 to $3.9 million. 

The committee, which for the 
most part is made up of local 
rate-payers, recommends the 
Dorin land to the immediate 
east be used if new construc¬ 
tion is determined and that the 
building be constructed to be as 
energy efficient as possible. 

A traditional style building 
is expected to cost more ini¬ 
tially but would cost less per 
square foot over the life of the 
building. 

Councillors decided to direct 
the building committee to look 
at the costs of building new be¬ 
cause of direction given to them 
by County rate payers. 

"The reason why this re¬ 
search was done on a new build¬ 
ing was because a fair number 
of people wanted this compari¬ 
son done," said Committee 
Chair Dave Derksen. 

Linus Murphy, an architect 
with Cohos Evamy - the firm 
helping to research building 
plans for the County - added 
that people thought with all the

"We need to make the minis¬ 
ter (Mar) realize there are peo¬ 
ple between here and there that 
could use the hospital.

Dr. Fredrik van Rooyen, who 
practises in Didsbury, said that 
more than 30 per cent of after 
hours patients he sees are com¬ 
ing from south of Didsbury. 

"I think the statement that 
patient flow is coming from the 
north is wrong," he said. 


effort being put into renovation 
costs, rate payers wanted num¬ 
bers to compare them to. He 
added the mandate of the com¬ 
mittee was not to recommend 
a new building versus renovat¬ 
ing but that should the County 
decide to build new, a recom¬ 
mendation was given as to a 
building type and location. 

At a public meeting on Oct. 
30, written responses were en¬ 
couraged by those in attend¬ 
ance. The County only received 
12 of those responses back but 
ter of them did direct the build- 
in ■ committee to look at the 
costs of a new building. The idea 
of a new building met opposi¬ 
tion at a later meeting on 
March 12 with many ratepay¬ 
ers wondering why the plebi¬ 
scite on a new building, that 
showed 75 per cent of rate pay¬ 
ers against, wasn't going to be 
honoured. 

A small gallery was in at¬ 
tendance to hear the recommen¬ 
dation. 

Arnie Shae, a member of the 
Mountain View County Taxpay¬ 
er's Association brought up a 
point he made at a previous 
meetings asking the County 
why they were thinking about 
building new when there was a 
chance that rural municipali¬ 
ties could be amalgamated like 
health regions recently were. 

County Reeve Ian Harvie 
said Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Guy Boutilier stated re¬ 
cently that his government was 
not going to force amalgama¬ 
tions of rural municipalities. 

"I am comfortable at this 
stage that it won't happen in 
the near future," said Harvie. 

Henry Kuelker, a rate payer 
in the gallery, raised the issue 
of the plebiscite being re¬ 
spected. 

While Councillors said the 
plebiscite doesn't bind them in 
their decision, they will take it 
into consideration when com¬ 
ing to a final verdict on a build¬ 
ing.

Councillors were adamant 
about the fact that no decision 
on a building had been reached 
by Council yet and that the re¬ 
search was to help them make 
an informed decision. 

Councillor Linda Burrell 
said to the gallery they had 
brought up some valid con¬ 
cerns, but reminded them the 
building issue had yet to be 
addressed. 

Added Van Arnam, "I pushed 
hard to do a comparison study 
before renovations took place. 
I ran on that campaign and I 
got elected. The decision has 
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not been made yet.” 

Harvie said County Council 
"would have to be very public" 
when it decided a direction on 
the administration building is¬ 


sue. 

"I hope we don't have to wait 
long," said Harvie. "We were 
elected to make these decisions 
and we are going to do that."

This will be the largest tax 
increase seen by County rate¬ 
payers in 10 years. 

“We are in changing times 
and need changing approaches 
to business,” said Mountain 
View County (MVC) Reeve Ian 
Harvie after council debated 
the 2003 budget. 

All seven members of coun¬ 
cil, each with their own con¬ 
cerns, agreed this was the 
toughest budget ever brought 
to the county table. 

Council accepted the $27.9 
million draft budget as informa¬ 
tion at a special Mountain 
View County council meeting, 
April 15, and is expected to re¬ 
ceive all three readings at the 
regular county meeting, later 
in the month. 

Greg Wiens, Financial Di¬ 
rector for the MVC, said this 
budget reflects where the 
county is going at this time. 

“It addresses some of the 
movement from a strictly rural 
county to one that has more of 
a mixture of rural and urban/ 
acreage type of development 
and thus has caused increased 
pressure on road infrastructure 
as we move in that direction,” 
said Wiens. 

County Councillor Pat 
James agreed this budget re¬ 
flects a county becoming urban¬ 
ized. 

"W T e have become urbanized, 
commercialized, industrialized 
and all those things are cost¬ 
ing us money and we have to 
start thinking ahead. We are 
growing up in this county and 
we have people related costs,” 
said James. “It’s the toughest 
budget I've ever been involved 
with." 

This budget includes a two 
per cent increase in residential 
tax rates and a seven per cent 
increase in non-residential tax 
rate. The tax rate on farmland 
remains unchanged. 

The average residential rate¬ 
payer with a $1,000 tax bill last 
year will see a $76 increase ($30 
related to municipal taxes and 
$46 related to ASFF). 

Those same average farmers 
with average improvements 
(5.5 per cent of value of prop¬ 
erty) will see $130 added to 
their 2003 taxes. 

Money collected bv tax is for 
municipal use and for Alberta 
School Foundation Funding 
(ASFF). Wiens said monies col¬ 
lected for municipal and ASFF 
equals a 40/60 per cent split. 

Big budget items which call 
for an extra $970,000 needing 
to be collected include a number 
of significant additions to the 
public works budget. Most sig¬ 
nificant were the purchase of 
three more grader beats (with 
an annual cost of $260,000 
which will become operational 
in June so $175,000 was added 
to the 2003 budget) and county 
employee salary increases of 
$366,000. 

The addition of grader beats 
is to help address concerns over 
the level of road maintenance. 
The salary adjustments reflect 
appropriate salary levels based 
on market surveys and cost of

Councillor Ron Richardson 
also shared concern over the 
state of reserves for future capi¬ 
tal spending in the areas of 
emergency response and sen¬ 
iors housing. 

“These costs are not going 
to get smaller, these are the 
things that are going to hit us 
in the face,” said Richardson. 

Councillor Dave Derksen 
shared concerns with the direc¬ 
tion the public works depart¬ 
ment is heading. 

“I think there needs to be 
checks and balances.” 

Other items appearing in 
this budget are: $45,000 for 
communication strategy 
adopted in 2002. Of the 
$45,000, $30,000 are one time 
costs which will be funded 
through tax stabilization fund. 

Seventy-five thousand dol¬ 
lars for long range road plans 
and $60,000 for the Geographic 
Information System project will 
also come from tax stabilization 
funds.

War perspective

News about the war in Iraq 
has gone from being on the front 
page of every daily newspaper in 
North America to being buried in 
the back. Perhaps we believe the 
war is over. Or perhaps we have 
lost interest in a war, which for 
the most part involves a clean¬ 
up process. 

The war in Iraq was regretta¬ 
ble. It is unfortunate that the 
United States proceeded with a 
war that the world didn’t back. 
It is more unfortunate that there 
are countries in the world today 
that are a threat to others - even to their own people. 

It is easy to forget about a war like the one we saw, almost 
at nausium, for weeks on end. The ethical questions we face 
when we try to contemplate what the war means or the value 
of the human lives that are lost in the process is hard enough 
alone. 

But now, when it is most important, we have lost interest in 
what is happening in Iraq. 

There are two reasons I believe this is happening - the first 
which I have touched on. It is easier to ignore what goes on 
overseas than it is to face the reality of war. 

We rarely put the loss of a human life in perspective when 
we hear about a soldier or civilian dying - that a family will 
grieve, that a child will grow up without a parent, that a child 
won’t grow up to realize his/her own potential. Our society 
doesn’t want to deal with heavy issues like these - we take the 
peace in our country for granted. 

The second reason people are turned off by the war now is 
the coverage itself. Even though journalists are able to travel 
with the troops and capture amazing war footage, what we see 
is often repetitive and we aren’t given the whole picture. 

Rockets blasting off into the night is exciting, but we don’t 
know what that action means - what that rocket will hit and 
why and the loss of life involved. 

This war is different than what we have seen before. I, per¬ 
sonally, don’t know a soldier fighting in this war. 

That wasn’t the case. Canadian communities lost their sons 
and daughters in the second world war. This battle is being 
fought by people I don’t know against a country I have never 
seen. 

It’s hard for me to put that in perspective.

If freedom means doing what 
you're told , I guess we're free

On the official crest of this 
province is a motto of three 
Latin words: Fortis et Liber. 
They mean "strong and free." 

It might be better if they ap¬ 
peared in English, because no¬ 
body learns Latin anymore, 
which leaves most of us to pre¬ 
sume the words are French and 
some kind of federal plot. 

But is it true? Are Albertans 
"strong and free?" 

Many would say, "Of course 
we’re free. We get to vote in elec¬ 
tions, and we have free 
healthcare. Look how well-off 
people are here compared to 
China or India. Give your head 
a shake.” 

This might seem like a prac¬ 
tical answer, but it misses the 
point. It equates freedom with 
comfort and security. And while 
these are nice to have, they are 
not freedom. You can be quite 
comfortable and secure even in 
jail— especially these days. You 
even get to vote. 

Surely if freedom means any¬ 
thing, it's the right to make 
your own decisions and stand 
the consequences, either as an 
individual or as a population. 
You could also call it self-direc¬ 
tion, or (in a political sense) 
self-government. 

To say that Albertans are 


"free" is to say that we direct 
our government instead of it 
directing us. 

Well, on this basis I'd say we 
are not very free at all. We may 
be comfortable, we may be a 
well managed herd, but we are 
not in charge of our govern¬ 
ments, either provincial or fed¬ 
eral. 

It's true we get to vote every 
three to five years, when the 
moment is opportune for the 
leader in power. But as Kim 
Campbell (remember her?) once 
said, a general election is no 
time to be debating policy. 

She got in trouble for say¬ 
ing it, but it's true. General 
elections are run by media con¬ 
sultants and spin doctors, and 
nothing is going to change 
that. They are advertising cam¬ 
paigns, pure and simple. 

Nor are legislatures effective 
debating chambers, even be¬ 
tween elections. Maybe they 
were a hundred years ago, but 
today they are ignored. 

The only thing the media 
cover is Question Period, mak¬ 
ing it an exercise in television 
grandstanding. When that's fin¬ 
ished for the day, and the ac¬ 
tual debates begin, the report¬ 
ers leave, and so do most of the 
elected members. 

Besides, it hardly matters 
what individual members say. 


because the outcome is known 
before they get up to speak. 
Everything governments do 
today is decided in advance by 
the first minister and his sen¬ 
ior bureaucrats. The rest is 
public ceremony. 

For Albertans to be truly self 
governing and free, we need the 
right to bypass the Legislature 
on major issues. 

Examples would be power de¬ 
regulation, medicare policy, the 
provincial budget, and Charter 
decisions from the courts. Pe¬ 
riodically we would debate 
these things at the grassroots 
level, and decide the outcome 
on a direct ballot. 

If Alberta were like Switzer¬ 
land, Australia, and half the 
states in the U. S., we would 
have the right to initiate our 
own laws and policies whether 
or not the government ap¬ 
proved, the right to stop a gov¬ 
ernment decision we didn't like, 
and the right to recall a local 
representative for unacceptable 
service. 

I think we should establish 
these rights, starting at the 
provincial level. Then we'd be 
"fortis et liber." As things now 
stand, our motto amounts to 
false advertising.

Over 3,000! He found that 


states having discretionary 
rules for owning a firearm 
have violent crime 8191 
higher on average then states 
without. For murder, states 
that ban carrying concealed 
hand guns have a rate 1279f 
higher then states with the 
most higher then states with 
most liberal concealed carry 
laws. Mr. Lott found that the 
reduction in murders is as 
much as 8 times greater then 
the total number of acciden¬ 
tal deaths when concealed 
handguns are permitted. Ag¬ 
gravated assaults, rapes, mur¬ 
ders, and robberies also dras¬ 
tically decreased. So much for 
the policeman from Ottawa 


that said “if it prevents one 
death registration is worth 
while!” What about all the 
drive by shootings, home in¬ 
vasions and car jackings we 
are beginning to enjoy here 
in Alberta, thanks to un¬ 
armed people, wimp judges 
and no punishment plus un¬ 
limited immigration thanks 
in that regard to Mr. Klien 
and Mr. Chretien?

When we can get a respon¬ 
sible government in this

From the As¬ 
sessment Nurses to Home Care 


Nurses, the guidance and care 
given was exceptional. There 
was support for my mother and 
my family and if a concern was 
addressed, the issues discussed 
were dealt with in a prompt, 
compassionate manner. 

The care that Dad is now 
receiving from the nursing, rec¬ 
reational therapy, cleaning and 
kitchen staff plus the volun¬ 
teers is excellent. They always 
find time to deal with the pa¬ 
tients on a personal level, no 


matter how tired they are, or 
disruptive the patients may be. 
the extreme patience and com¬ 
passion of these people is not 
to be taken for granted. 

They see mental and physi¬ 
cal deterioration daily, and of¬ 
ten even death, but they still 
keep smiling, recently I had 
relatives visiting from out of 
town. 

On wallking with my father 
to the hospital cafeteria, they 
were amazed that every single 


Food bank needs continued support

Canadian 88 Energy Corp., 
Rosetta Petroleum and the 
Olds Chamber of Commerce, 
in cooperation with the Moun¬ 
tain View Food Bank, are co¬ 
ordinating a County wide food 
drive to aid the less fortunate. 
While we are always looking 
for perishable food donations 
we would like your support in 
raising funds to purchase per¬ 
ishable food items which are 
not always provided but are a 
necessity. 

Last year the Mountain 
View Food Bank was able to 
assist 2358 families in Sundre, 
Olds. Didsbury, Carstairs and 
Cremona. The value of this 
emergency food was 
$127,254.00. So far this year, 
752 emergency hampers have 
been filled which is an in¬ 
crease of 35 f J from last year. 
The number of hampers in the 
majority of the communities 
has increased for 2003 to the 
end of February:

$230,000 for feel-good advertising 


Dear Editor, 

You know the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment is swimming in 
money when it blows $230,000 
on feel-good television and 
newspaper ads to promote 
Budget 2003-04. 

Politicians will tell you this 
$230,000 campaign is neces¬ 
sary "to get the facts out." But 
Alberta's radio, television and 
newspaper media are already 
doing that without costing 
taxpayers one cent. Albertans 
who want more details on the 
budget can log on to the gov¬ 
ernment's web site or call their 
MLA. They will do so without 
$230,000 worth of encourage¬ 
ment. Budget-related issues 
(like property tax increases) 
continue getting radio, televi¬ 
sion and newspaper coverage 
on a daily basis, none of 
which costs any tax dollars. 
Premier Klein and his minis¬ 
ters have ready access to me¬ 
dia. with a fair shot at explain¬ 
ing why they think this budget 
is good. 


Nevertheless, Premier 
Klein's government will spend 
$230,000 to tell Albertans that 
this budget is good. Is this ad 
campaign a better use of money 
than letting Albertans spend 
$230,000 of their own money 
on things like food, clothing, 
housing, charitable giving, 
holidays, paying off student 
loans and other debts, saving 
for one's retirement, saving for 
children's education, etc.? 

But do these $230,000 in ads 
contain the factual information 
our well funded and generously- 
staffed Public Affairs Bureau 
would claim? Yes, factual infor¬ 
mation that is nicely packaged 
and artfully presented to pro¬ 
claim one simple message: "this 
budget is good." A message pro¬ 
claiming that this budget is bad 
would also be based on facts. 
For example, spending on gov¬ 
ernment programs is 60% 
higher than seven years ago, 
while Alberta's population grew 
by only 14%. No other govern¬ 
ment in Canada federal or pro¬ 


vincial - has hiked its program 
spending by 60% in seven 
years. Taxes were raised by 
$641 million last year and cut 
by only $94 million this year. 
Double-digit pay increases for 
doctors, nurses, MLAs, teach¬ 
ers and provincial government 
employees are higher than pay 
increases received by workers 
in the private sector. 

This $230,000 campaign is 
"only" one eighth of one per¬ 
cent of this year’s $20.3 bil¬ 
lion budget. But if a govern¬ 
ment is not prepared to say 
"no" to $230,000 of unneces¬ 
sary spending, don't count on 
it to stop wasting millions or 
billions. As the old saying 
goes: "He who is faithful in lit¬ 
tle things can be trusted with 
big things; and he who is un¬ 
trustworthy in small matters 
cannot be relied on in large 
matters.”

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LOOKING BACK 


Bob Kerns says 
camaraderie 
between men was 
like nothing else

Didsburian Bob Kerns will 
travel to England later this 
year in order to visit his past. 

The 91-year-old is hoping 
to catch up with at least one 
old friend when he attends the 
60th year reunion of his #166 
Squadron. 

Kerns was a member of the 
British Squadron in 1944 and 
participated in 30 missions as 
part of the unit. 

The crew he served with 
made bombing runs in Ger¬ 
many, France, Belgium and 
Holland. 

His job was navigator, a 
position that required a keen 
talent in math. Most of those 
within the squadron wanted 
to be pilots - but Kerns 
wanted the navigator position 
right from the beginning. 

"We started on April 22, 
1944 and made flights right 
up to July 20, 1944,” said 
Kerns sitting in his living 
room. 

After each flight the crew 
would paint a pint of beer on 
the side of the Lancaster they 
flew. Dark beer represented a 
night flight while a pilsner- 
colored beer represented a 
mission undertaken during 
the daytime hours. 

Kerns said there were a 
high number of casualties 
within his squadron, but his 
crew was lucky enough not to 
run into any serious trouble. 

“If there were any really 
close calls, we didn’t know 
about them. We had a 
charmed life,” he said. 

Despite the problem-free 
missions, Kerns said crews 
were “mainly scared” when 
embarking on a mission and 
that they felt a huge sense of 
relief after the plane landed 
back at the base. 


“We were always glad to get 
back.” 

“We lost 24 kites (planes) 
while I was on ops. That was 
a pretty high casualty rate.” 

But just because the mis¬ 
sions were dangerous didn’t 
mean some unusual incidents 
didn’t unfold. 

Kerns knew the 30th flight 
for his crew was going to be 
the last for him. 

He said one squadron 
member, who had already per¬ 
formed two tours, asked if he 
could fly with Kern’s seven- 
person crew on the final flight 
he was told he couldn’t by 
superior officers. 

The crew embarked on 
their last flight and on the 
way back to the base, the man 
was discovered on the plane. 

“We were pouring some cof¬ 
fee and he came out and asked 
if he could give the pilot his 


We were all shocked to see 
him - this stowaway.” 

Kerns said most of his crew 
has passed away now, but that 
he still keeps in touch with 
one old friend who he tel¬ 
ephones twice a year. 

“There are all kinds of 
memories that I have about 
the crew I served with.” 

“You’re damn right it was 
strong,” said Kerns when 
questioned about the cama¬ 
raderie between the men. 

“Some of the (relation¬ 
ships) I had with those men 
were a lot stronger than the 
ones I have with my brothers. 
There is nothing like it. Eve¬ 
ryone of those seven guys de¬ 
pended on the other six,” he 
said. 

Kerns said the three-day 
affair, which is scheduled to 
be held somewhere between 
Grimsby and Hall, features 
different events - the most ex¬ 
citing being a fly-over made 
by a Lancaster craft. There 
are only two that are still air¬ 
worthy in the world. 

If all goes to plan Kerns 
will make the trip with his 
daughter Rose Balcom. A be¬ 
nevolent fund is being set up 
to help finance the trip 
through ATB Financial.

Wouldn’t it be nice if we 
could live in such a perfect 
world? Well, for a dozen or so 
seniors in the Carstairs and 
Didsbury district, this is 
precisely the case thanks to a 
new business called “Dinners 
on Your Doorstep”. 

Owner/operator Allison Van 
Arnam masterminded the idea 
behind the three day-a-week 
service after contemplating 
ideas for a part-time stay at 
home career while looking after 
her children. “I have three boys 
and was fortunate enough to 
have been able to stay at home 


with the older two until they 
were in school,” explains Van 
Arnam. “...once my youngest 
son (now 17 months) was born 
I wanted to find a way to still 
do that, but also a means to 
keep active in the workforce.” 

Van Arnam looked around 
and realized that many elderly 
people she knew were finding 
cooking a gradually increasing 
chore. “This was certainly the 
case for my grandparents and 
probably many other couples in 
that age group. It made me 
realize that maybe this kind of 
business would be a good idea.” 

After an initial consultation 
to determine preferences and 
any necessary dietary 


requirements (eg. diabetics, 
allergies, etc.), Van Arnam 
provides nourishing homemade 
dinners three days a week 
(Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday) for the nominal fee of 
$7.50 per meal. “I make 
absolutely everything from 
scratch,” says Van Arnam. “All 
my meals include salad, a main 
course, bun and dessert.” 

But menu wasn’t the only 
consideration Van Arnam was 
faced with when contemplating 
her new business. Long before 
the first meal was even planned. 
Van Arnam was busy cooking 
up research into every facet of 
providing such a service. After 
checking with experts in the 


health care field and those 
involved with caring for 
seniors, Van Arnam was 
convinced the time was right to 
go ahead with her business. 

“It was a lot of work, but I 
felt it was important to do all 
the research first before going 
ahead with this. I talked to the 
head cook at the Carstairs 
Lodge and met many times with 
the Health Inspector from 
Health Authority 5. I wanted 
to make sure I was doing 
everything right before I 
proceeded any further with the 
renovations that were going to 
be necessary to my home.” 

Renovations for the Van 
Arnam family included 


transforming a quarter of their 
basement into an enclosed 
licensed kitchen facility. 
“There’s so much to consider 
to ensure everything meets the 
inspector’s standards,” 
explains Van Arnam. “It’s all 
worth it, though, and now that 
it’s all done everything runs so 
smoothly...” 

Although the majority of her 
clients are elderly residents 
right now, Van Arnam believes 
her service would be beneficial 
to a broad spectrum of people 
and circumstances.

LOCAL ARTS 


QUESTION: I’m concerned about sibling rivalry between 
my two daughters. What are the areas of potential conflict 
that should be handled with care? 

DR. DOBSON: There are three areas that are most deli¬ 
cate. First, children are extremely sensitive about the matter 
of physical attractiveness and body characteristics. It is highly 
inflammatory to commend one child at the expense of the other. 
Suppose, for example, that Sharon is permitted to hear the 
casual remark about her sister, “Betty is sure going to be a 
gorgeous girl.” 

The very fact that Sharon was not mentioned will prob¬ 
ably establish the two girls as rivals. If there is a significant 
difference in beauty between the two, you can be assured that 
Sharon has already concluded. “Yeah, I’m the ugly one.” When 
her fears are then confirmed by her parents, resentment and 
jealousy are generated. 

Second, the matter of intelligence is another sensitive nerve. 
It is not uncommon to hear parents say in front of their chil¬ 
dren, “I think the younger boy is actually brighter than his 
brother.” Even when the comments are unplanned and are 
spoken routinely, they convey how a child is “seen” within his 
family. We are all vulnerable to that bit of evidence. 

Third, children (and especially boys) are extremely com¬ 
petitive with regard to athletic abilities. Those who are slower, 
weaker and less coordinated than their brothers are rarely 
able to accept “second best” with grace and dignity. 

Consider, for example, the following note given to me by 
the mother of two boys. It was written by her 9-year-old son 
to his 8-year-old brother, the evening after the younger child 
had beaten him in a race. “Dear Jim: “I am the greatest and 
your the badest. And I can beat everybody in a race and you 
can’t beat anybody in a race. I’m the smartest and your the 
dumbest. I’m the best sport player and your the badest sport 
player. And your also a hog. I can beat anybody up. And that's 
the truth. And that’s the end of this story. “Yours truly, “Ri¬ 
chard” This note is humorous to me because Richard’s motive 
was so poorly disguised. 

He had been badly stung by his humiliation on the field of 
honor, so he came home and raised the battle flags. Such is 
the nature of humankind. 

QUESTION: Sometimes my husband and I disagree on 
our discipline and argue in front of our children about what is 
best. Do you think this is damaging? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes. I do. You and your husband should 
present a united front, especially when children are watching. 
If you disagree on an issue it can be discussed later in private. 
Unless the two of you can come to a consensus, your chil¬ 
dren’s perception of right and wrong will begin to appear arbi¬ 
trary. 

They will also make an “end run” around the tougher par¬ 
ent to get the answers they want. There are even more serious 
consequences for boys and girls when parents are radically 
different in their approach. 

Some of the most hostile, aggressive teenagers I've seen 
have come from family constellations where the parents have 
leaned in opposite directions in their discipline. Suppose the 
father is unloving and uninterested in the welfare of his kids. 
His approach is harsh and physical. He comes home tired and 
may knock them around if they get in his way. 

The mother is permissive by nature. She worries every day 
about the lack of love in the father-child relationship. Eventu¬ 
ally she sets out to compensate for it. When Dad sends their 
son to bed without his dinner. Mom slips him milk and cook¬ 
ies. 

When he says “no” to a particular request, she finds a way 
to say “yes.” She lets the kids get away with murder because 
it is not in her spirit to confront them. What happens under 
these circumstances is that the authority figures in the family 
contradict and cancel out each other. 

Consequently, the child is caught in the middle and often 
grows up hating both. It doesn’t always work that way, but 
the probability for trouble is high. 

The “middle ground” between extremes of love and control 
must be sought if we are to produce healthy, responsible chil¬ 
dren.

March snowfall significantly improves water supply outlook 


Snowmelt 
runoff is 
forecast to be 
above-average 

Water supply fore¬ 
casts for Alberta im¬ 
proved significantly as a 
result of above-normal 
snowfall during March 
in many mountain, foot¬ 
hill, and central and 
northern plains areas. 
Plains areas: 

Spring snowmelt run¬ 
off is forecast to be 
above-average to much- 
above-average in the 
Peace River Grande 
Prairie, and Red Deer 
regions. Snowpacks 
range from above-aver¬ 
age to much-above-aver¬ 
age in these areas. 

The Edmonton, Slave 
Lake and Cold Lake re¬ 
gions also have above- 
average to much-above¬ 
average snowpack, but 
soil conditions are ex¬ 
tremely dry so average 
to above-average runoff 
is expected. AH other 
areas of northern and 
central Alberta are fore¬ 
cast to receive generally 
below-normal runoff 
this spring. 

Last month, the 
southern plains areas 
recorded average to 
much-above-average 
runoff due to rapid melt¬ 
ing during very warm, 
sunny weather. Cur¬ 
rently, little snow re¬ 
mains south and east of 
the Red Deer area re¬ 
sulting in no further 
runoff forecasted. 
Mountain areas: 

Heavy March snow¬ 
fall increased the 
snowpack by approxi¬ 
mately 20^ in the upper 
Oldman and Bow River 
basins, and 50^ in the 
Red Deer and North Sas¬ 
katchewan River basins. 
However, as of April 1, 
2003 the mountain 
snowpack is generally 
below-average to much- 
below average for this 
time of year. Snowpack 
measurements generally 
range from 70 to 90'/ f of 
average for this time of 
year, ranking from third 
lowest to twenty-first 
lowest on record. 

Below-average to 
much-below-average 
mountain runoff vol¬ 
umes are forecast for the 
March to September 
2003 period in the Milk, 
Oldman, Bow, Red Deer, 
and North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River basins, gen¬ 
erally ranging from 60 
to 90'/( of average. Cur¬ 
rent forecasted volumes 
are higher than those 
recorded in 2001, but 
lower than those re¬ 
corded during the same 
period last year except 
in the Red Deer River 
basin where forecasted 


volumes are similar to 
2002 recorded volumes. 

Other highlights of 
the April Water Supply 
Outlook include: 

Water storage as of 
April 1, 2003 in the ma¬ 


jor irrigation reservoirs 
in the Oldman River ba¬ 
sin is above normal for 
this time of the year, 
with the exception of tile 
Waterton Reservoir, 
which is below-normal. 


Water storage in the Red 
Deer River basin is nor¬ 
mal for this time of the 
year. 

Water storage as of 
April 1, 2003 in the ma¬ 
jor hydroelectric and ir¬ 


rigation reservoirs in 
the Bow River basin is 
above-normal for this 
time of the year except 
for the Upper and Lower 
Kananaskis Lakes, 
which are normal, and 


Lake Minnewanka and 
Spray Lake, which are 
below-normal. Storage 
levels in the North Sas¬ 
katchewan River basin 
are normal for this time 
of year.
